Ths Gel) may be of the 
Ini-B^si. and most haDiiahip. consistent with an 
ahndc of Issal oc-rieetloa, the corrtdc-r and Iroii 
gates -ot i^ie most -up-to-date patter::, tile vuiico 
offleials humane, yet the great pile of buildings 
which iihese reure.'sent ic Rti" -i prlKon. Every cissh. 
of tho heavy doors rSuiinds -of the long m" short 
sentenced crime for which they have bseii incar- 
cerated, of the shattered hopes and brolten hearts 
which the sins of thoje brought here had -caused. 
These gloomy momories and foreboding surround- 
ings are not -without some influence even, upon the 
hardest convict, asd -where llieir reHult is n'jt 
penitence It Is not infrequently despair. 

The declaration ot.an institution's dii^ftdvantaga 
reveals its gieatest uee4, and when we say that 
the Army sends i-bs messengers as hope-brlngors to 
the iJTlsons, hoaiiilaia, and -kindred places, of ths 
land, we speak ot one of their highest ml-saiona.

Hcsce how important it is tor the friends of tha 
poor, the suttering and sintu! to tinaerstanu tlio 
character of this noble, self-denying work, and Uie 
means and ways in which, limy r?!! res^-os-i to it= 
claims and facilitate tJic sSorts of ii;3 workers. 

Some time ago one t;f the membcra, in going 
from cot to cot talking with and praying for each 
sufferer, came across a most dietresslng ease. A' 
poor woman whose serious illness -had been brought 
on through her ygty praiseworthy attempts to be 
cleaniy in iier home and person. She had ouly one 
change of .clothing — noth-ing to replace it when 
submitting it to soap and Vtatcr. She had washed 
her undergarments and rolling a blanlcet about hot 
had hung them in the little yard to dry. She caught - 
cold through t!:is asd a tedious fiicess fpU.owed, 
She had" not an article of clothing in which: to wrap 
the llttJe baby at her side, should sihe be disohargsa 
from the hospital, can valeac«n t. The Jjcagae ot 
Mercy slater procured some little garments for the 
baby, also warimer thinga for the mother and 
afterwards called upon her in her own boma. 

The second page o£ the imfortuaate woman's 
Btory is quite aa touching as the former one. Her 
husband tell ill. He had been unable to get em- 
ploynient for a ions time, and tihey had nothing; 
in their home. He was forthwith ordered! by the 
piiyslcian into the hospital. Shortly after the poor 
snother herself, li-kely for iaek of proper nourish- 
meui in her wenic state, had a relaiso, and -WSB 
compeiied to loilow her hiislmnd Into the hospital 
at the city's eipojse. 

A long alege of weakness and pain followed. 
What to do wtth the baby? That was the puzzling 
iiuestion — a problom hnrd of solving. The neighbors, 
thousSi willing, wore .too poor to fceep It, There -waa 
nothing for the helpless little one but that tha 
League ot Mercy slater should ttko .t herself— even
